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Dear Sir: 

Applicant's undersigned attorney thanks the Examiner for the telephone 
interview on 11 February 2004, and the following interview on 17 February 2004. 
The discussion focused on U.S. Patent Application Publication 2003/0044377A1 to Worley 
et al. The undersigned argued that Worley et al. does not enable the production of 
substantially mono-chlorinated polystyrene hydantoin as required by M.P.E.P. 2101.02. 
While Worley et al discloses a broad formula that may include the claimed compound as one 
possibility among many, Worley et al. does not place the claimed invention in the possession 
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of a person skilled in the art. Pursuant to M.P.E.P. 2121.02, the mere naming of a 
compound, without more, cannot constitute a description of the compound. In Re Hoeksema , 
158 USPQ 596 (CCPA 1968). 

Applicant agreed to develop this position further. No agreement was reached 
as to the claims.
